Dear Mr. ANGELL, 

Ts it nota shame that bull fights are allowed in Paris? It seems that 
earlier in the season a bull-ring was opened here and bull fights allowed on 
condition that the bulls should not be killed—a bull was killed, and the ring 
was closed by the authorities. Mow a larger ring has been built and was 
opened yesterday. I send you an edition of the New York Herald containing 
a description of it. 


The article says, the bulls are treated in the same way as at Spanish 
bull fights. 

Whatever notices and paragraphs I have seen in the French papers 
about the bull fights have been favorable. I have not seen one condemnation 
of them, and you will see that even the ‘‘ New York Herald” has not a word 
to say against them. I am indignant that such a thing should be allowed in 
France. What can we do about it? 


The reception of the above letter from an influential American lady, in 
Paris, leads us to send the following reply: 

Boston, Aug. 26th, 1889. 
My Dear Mapam, 

Your favor of August 11th reached me last evening. You describe the 
bull fights now taking place in connection with the Paris Exposition—the 
cruelty inflicted—and ask what can we do about itt ? 

When I was in New Orleans, in the winter of 1884 and 1885, large 
grounds adjoining those of the International Exposition were prepared for 
bull fighting. The buildings were erected and a full corps of bulls and bull 
fighters, brought from Mexico, were about to begin, when I appealed to public 
sentiment through the various New Orleans daily papers, and the Governor 
of the State prohibited the exhibition, the buildings and grounds were 
closed and the bulls and bull fighters sent back to Mexico. 

It would seem to me that what could be done by a single individual in 


New Orleans, might be done by the “ French Society for the Protection of 
Animals” in Paris. 


In 1870 I was requested by the officers of that Society to carry a valuable 
gold medal to Mr. Colam of the Royal Society P. C. Animals, England, 
awarded him because he had stopped bull-fights in London. 

If the French society has not the power to stop these brutal exhibitions 
then the French people need humane education, and my first work if I were 
in Paris, would be to try to form a ‘‘ National Humane Education Society,” 
similar to ours in America, with power to hold, as ours has, half a million 
of dollars free from taxation, and then go to work, as ours ts now doing, 
to carry humane education into all the schools and homes of France. 

I am aware that where governments deem it necessary to keep millions 
of men enrolled in great standing armies and to justify doing it by getting up 
a war occasionally in which hundreds of thousands of these poor fellows are 
compelled to murder each other, it is undoubtedly a part of their policy to 
encourage the brutal instincts. 

The remedy is a general humane education of the children of all nations, 
which remedy will come, I think, sooner perhaps than we expect, through 
the growing influence of woman. 

It was this belief that led me to urge many years ago upon the Baroness 
Burdett Coutts to form the ‘“‘ Ladies Humane Educational Committee” of 
Great Britain, of which she is President, and which has done, and is doing, 
a grand work in that country. 

When the influential humane women of all nations shall combine to carry 
humane teachings into all their schools and homes, then we may look for 
peace on earth and good will to every harmless living creature. 

The first step towards this grand result is the formation of organized 
societies in every country, like our American Humane Education Soctety, 
organized here.

We cut the following from the description in the Paris edition of 
the “ New York Herald,” referred to in the letter on the other side 
of this supplement. 

‘* Then came a succession of bull fights, in which the bulls were handi- 
capped by having the points of their horns covered with balls. They were 
all fine looking creatures, and so too were the picadores, banderilleros and 
matadores, who worried them in a way that enraptured the Spanish portion 
of the large audience present, and who displayed much agility in keeping out 
of the way of the tnfurtated animals. 

On the whole, the exhibition forms an attractive spectacle, full of local 
color and free from anything calculated to seriously shock Anglo-Saxon ideas 
as to what constitutes a legitimate sport.” 

[We are glad to say that under the laws of Massachusetts, parties 
engaging in this “ /egitimate sport” would be liable to a year’s impris- 
onment in jail.—Eprror. }

CRUELTY TO A RAT. 

In the Municipal Court this forenoon Frederick Fitzmeyer pleaded guilty 
to torturing a rat, and was fined $35 and costs. It appeared that upon 
entering his place of business yesterday morning Fitzmeyer found a large 
rat caught by the leg in a jawtrap; he hung him out of a third-story 
window, where his squealing and struggling attracted a motley crowd. 

The exhibition cost Fitzmeyer $39.83.
